The course is designed specifically to prepare candidates 
Ibr the annual Foreign Serv- 
Ifle Examination. It is an in- 
tensive ten-week review of 
pertinent subject matter, in- 
tended to help the student inte- 
^nte and augsient his fonnal 
tetttge training with special in- 
fbuction in aubjecti he may have 
■dssed ocmnpletely^ 

Recording to Professor Wilson 
K Schmidt, director of the For- 
eign Service Review Course, dur- 
ing the past seven years, half of 
tbe approximately 400 partic- 
ipants in the course have passed 
&e non-language portion of the 
State Department examination. 

Application for the course may 
te secured In Dean Arthur Burns 
office. Gov. 204. The form plus 
two letters of recommendation 
^attesting to the applicant’s per- 
•onal ?' qualifications, character, 
and scholarship and a $3 applica- 
tion fee are due In the Director’s 
office by May 31. Tuition for the 
course is $220. 

The following subjects will be 
n^wed; American history — dip- 
linhtic. political, social and eco- 
MOteic; principles of economics — 

WM^tional economics and fi- 
nance; English — emphasis on 
oomposition, vocabulary and 
reading comprehension ; general 
•tatistics — primarily drill in in- 
ien»etation of quantitative data. 

Also geography^political, eco- 
IMMnic and physical; international 
iiffalrs — highlights in interna- 
tiooal pol[ttics. organization and 
law; American government — em- 
phasis on organization and con- 
stitutional development; Euro- 
’ peah history — including diplo- 
matic history; contemporary af- 
fairs — current domestic and in- 
ternational problems. No foreign 
language reidew is offered in the 
•ourse. 

Only those authorized by the 
Department of State to take the 
written Foreign Service Examina- 
tims, September 14-17, are eligible 
to take this course. Applications 
may be secured from the Direc- 
tor of the Review Course. En- 
rollment is limited and admission 
, te on a .competitive basis. ApplK 
cants are expected ta have a 
Bachelors degree In the social 
•dence field, a superior academic 
record, and a minimum of two 
years of college work in a for- 
eign language or the equivalent.

Build Up School 

‘The new platform is just one 
of the things we’re doing to build 
up the school,*’ Dr. Cloyd Heck 
Marvin, University president, dis- 
closed to the Hatchet. “As soon 
as the library is completed, all of 
the surrounding buildings will get 
a new coat of paint.” Dr. Marvin 
disclosed. “In addition, the build- 
ing's crumbling steps will be re- 
placed by brand new ones,” he 
said. 

These developments will not be 
long in coming. The light floors of 
stacks are almost ready for the 
shelves. In its final shape the en- 
tire library will have 300.000 vol- 
umes, including the Carnegie gift 
of 60,000 volumes of International 
Law books. The old and new sec^ 
tions of the stacks will be joined 
and the remainder of Building D 
will be made into reading rooms. 
Library to be Further Enlarged 

Dr. Marvin also revealed that 
the library will be further en- 
larged as soon as the school is 
able to build a new building de- 
voted completely to research. 

'The new Lisner Terrace, object 
of all the digging behind the Li- 
brary, also promises to be a nice 
change. 'The old platform, which 
was too low, began to sink fur- 
ther down. ^ lb was decided to 
build a new terrace, bolstered by 
pillars. The construction will be 
completed soon and, weather per- 
mitting. graduation exercises will 
be held there.

I • AMENDMENTS TO the Student Council Constitution to be 
voted on in the coming election are: 

Title I, Article HI, Section 8, Subsection 2 to strike “He 
shall also represent the Student Council In regard to special 
projects.” This is to dispense with a conflict with the duties of 
the Member-at-Large. 

Title I, Article IV, Section 
B, to strike “other than those 
of Representatives” euid insert 
"that are to be selected at gen* 
eral Council elections." This is 
to allow elected representatives 
to be voted on at the regular 
Student Council elections. 

Title I, Article IV, Section D, 

Subsection 4 to strike "except 
those for the positions of Repre- 
sentatives” and Insert "to be 
selected at general Council elec- 
tions." Same reason as number 
two above. 

Title I, Article III. Section B, 

Subsection 9 add to duties of Pro- 
gram Director. 

In conjunction therewith he 
shall submit to Student Council 
for approval by September 1. A 
list of those events which are to 
be considered as closed nights for 
the coming school year. Closed 
nights shall be defined as those 
nights on which one University 
event may take place to the ex- 
clusion of any gathering held by 
any other campus organization. 

This is to standardize a procedure 
for closed nights. 

Three delegates at large 
selected for the school of Govern- 
ment Council will be elected and 
the qualifications are the same 
as those of the School of Gov- 
ernment representative. 

Applications opened yesterday 
and will be accepted through Fri- 
day at 5:00 p.m., in the Student 
Activities Office. Campaign ad-

• A SELECnON OF FIFTY- 
TWO prints from the collection 
of Robert E. Seudder will be on 
display from May 3 to June 30 
at the University Library.

It shows an 
exceptionally careful selection on 
the part of an amateur collector, 
according to John Russell Mason, 
the University librarian and 
curator of Art. 

A small collection of back- 
ground books, including inexpen- 
sive books of interest to the stu- 
dent as well as less common and 
scholarly works on the subject 
of Japanese prints, will also be on 
display. 

A series of cuts showing the 
development of a print as the 
colors are added will be shown 
with an original print as an 
illustration of the process of 
color-block printing.
